WASHINGTON, D.C. one the few empirical surveys 
computer crime, the American Bar Association recently con- 
firmed the gravity situation which “computer crime 
problem substantial and growing significance.” 

The survey results, published report the Computer 
Task Force the ABA’s Criminal Justice Section, found that over 
25% the respondents had sustained and verifiable 
losses due computer during the last months. The 
Computer noted that the firms that re- 
ported annual losses, the estimated individual losses ranged from 
$145 million $730 million annually. 

Given the low number respondents who confirmed losses, 
the monetary losses stemming from computer crime were proba- 
bly widely underestimated, the report said. 

According the report, the most common types crime com- 
mitted with the aid computer are the destruction alter- 
ation data, the destruction alteration software, the theft 
software, the theft raw output data, the theft hard- 
ware, embezzlement, fraud against consumers and the theft in- 
tangible tangible assets. 

The report was compiled from questionnaires returned 283 
large corporations and government agencies out mailing 
1,000. The respondents the survey were predominantly super-

Noting the rapid proliferation personal com-

The survey also found that: 

Three-quarters the respondents believe 
that the major responsibility for controlling com- 
puter crime rests with private industry and indi 
vidual users. 

The respondents, large margin, believe 
“the most effective means preventing and defer- 
ring computer comprehensive and 
effective self-protection private business.”

for sociological rule changes

WASHINGTON, D.C. Not only 
has computerization had dramatic 
impact society, but has also 
changed some the fundamental so- 
ciological rules which man has 
lived for years, according Dr. Dan- 
iel Bell, who Henry Ford Pro- 
fessor Social Science Harvard 
University. 

Speaking here the recent Inter- 
national Society Wang Users Im- 
pact-DC conference, Bell told roughly 
500 users Wang Laboratories, Inc. 
systems that the business community 
has perhaps undergone the most dra- 
matic changes result comput- 
erization. 

For example, observed, not too 
long ago the concept marketplace 
was, fact, geographical location. 
Now, there are few actual places 
business remaining; instead, the mar- 
ketplace has become ambiguity, 
sort network companies offer- 
ing products. 

Because the changing idea 
marketplace, many businesses have 
changed their strategies order 
adapt. For example, large companies 


are moving from the centers major 
cities the outskirts. 

Furthermore, Bell said, the rules 
that make certain cities popular are 
also changing. Virtually all the major 
cities that developed the past were 
built near what perhaps the great- 
est transportation system, water. 
Now, with computer systems and 
other modern advancements like air 
travel, the need build cities near 
water longer critical. 

Noting that the U.S. and much 
Europe are moving into postindus- 
trial society, Bell pointed out that 
much the world changing 
service-oriented society. Especially 
computer-based markets, that ser- 
vice orientation will mean more jobs 
devoted providing and moving in- 
formation. 

the switch information- 
oriented society, Bell said, companies 
must refocus their priorities. The 
Harvard sociologist noted that com- 
panies that manufacture product 
can stockpile completed units, but 
business involved with providing in- 
formation cannot stockpile time-de- 
pendent data. 

Lastly, Bell noted that computer- 
ization has led some firms diversi- 
fication into unique businesses. For 
example, Boston’s State Street Bank 
has entered agreement with the 
city Boston collect parking fines 
contractual basis.

Noting that roughly 20% pro- 
fessional’s tasks take most his 
time, Berlin cautioned that simply 
delegating those tasks not always 
possible. The office manager must 
also evaluate those tasks deter- 
mine whether the clerical staff can 
actually perform them. 


Determining costs 


The manager must also figure out 
how much will cost implement 
new way producing office work. 
How much, for instance, will cost 
develop specialized applications 
and train personnel perform duties 
that were previously done skilled 
professionals? 

Berlin said that, often, office auto- 
mation systems wind being used 
employees glorified electric 
typewriters.

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Government urges agencies adopt security measures

WASHINGTON, D.C. With approximately 
25,000 mainframes currently use support its 
operations and projected addition 500,000 per- 
sonal computers the next few years, the U.S.

That finding diverges from that 
October 1982 IDC study, which 
found that business users 
equipment tend rely other users 
for product advice and recommenda- 
tions. 


The IDC survey and 


computer purchasing and usage 
patterns was conducted telephone 
and included respondents from 
government and from city 
governments with less than 1,000 
employees. 

Among the survey’s conclusions 
was that for state government, 
equipment significant item all 
respondent’s budgets, but within 
that spending, personal computer ex- 
penditures vary widely and not 
correlate with the state’s size. 

That finding, the survey contin- 
ued, makes sense when

The cities polled, meanwhile, re- 
port having spent significantly less 
personal computers. than the 
states.

port spending more than $100,000. 
The survey also noted that most 
personal computer 
chases state government are made 
from their hardware vendors and 
that few applica- 
tions are use.
